Western Union and Postal Operators 


in New York Act on Own Initia- 


tive in Quitting Keys. 


Manager Declares Person in Authority to. Blow Whistle 


for Striks, Didn't Act — Walkouts Continue in 


All Parto of Country—The Chicago 


Situation Is Acute. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. i=—The Postal op- 


erators at the main office struck this af- 
ternoon. 


. PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 12.—The un- 
ion operators in the main office of the 
Western Union company in this city 
went out on Strike at 4:30. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The strike of 


the telegraph operate™ which has- affect- 
ed many cities throughout the country, 
was extended to New York today, when 
men employed by both the Western Un- 
ion and Postal companies quit work. The 
Postal strikers said that 90 per wilt of 
their men were out. The Western Union 
officials deekred that 50 per cent of their 
day force left their keqs. Extra police 
ive.rc called out to preserve order'in the 
vicinity of the telegraph building, but 
there was little occasion for their ser- 
vices. The crowds were orderly. 


A number of 
the 
Postal 
Telegraph 


company went on strike at 2:30 this aft- 
ernoon. There was no disorder attend- 
,ing the walking out of the telegraphers. 
'"When thei'Postal employes learned that 
' Ihe operators of the Western Union had 


gone out they decided to strike at 6: SO. 
Promptly at the time appointed, the Pos- 
tal operators closed their, keys a»d left 
the building. A crowd of Western Union 
strikers who had gathered in City hall 
park, cheered the Postal men as they loft 
'the'building. The men say that ninety 
per cent of the Postal operators struck. 


;Uv. 
, 
Who Blew That Whistle 


General Superintendent Brooks of the 


Western Union iu speaking of the strike 
movement said: 


"I understand that the action of the 


operators in walking out from our offices 
•was not approved by the officials of the. 
local union. *Aa a matter of fact no one 
knows who blew the whistle which-caus- 
ed'the'men to leave their keys. We know 
the man who was 'authorized to do so in 
ease of an authorized strike, but this 
mr.n did not act.in this case. It appears 
that some one blew the whistle in the 
hallway and that was a signal for the 
men to quit work. 


Says 400 Are At Work. 


General Manager Barclay of the West- 


ern Union said his company had 400 op- 
erators at work in the main office at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. He said that all 
business was being handled as usual and 
that thp company had not found it nec- 
essary to accept business with the "delay 
agreement." 


Four hundred men and thirty women 


quit work in the main office of the Pos- 
tal Telegrnpli company. A few employes 
remained at their keys. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—At 1 o'clock 


the operators in the main office of the 
Western Union here went out. There had 
teen rumors that such a move was in 
contemplation, but up to a few minutes 
of 1 o'clock there were no signs of the 
intended action. At exactly 1 o'clock a 
shrill whistle was sounded through the 
tig operating room and the strike was 
on. 


It was stated by a general officer of 


the company that out of- the 400' men on 
duty on the. di-.y foree 201 refused to obey 
the call to go out. These men it was 
said, are now at their keys and the com- 
pany's officers made the declaration that 
by 5 o'clock this afternoon they would 
have a full force of operators at work. 


. Within a short while the striking oper- 
ators dispersed to their homos and by 
half past one o'clock there was no sign 
of anything unusual in the vicinity of 
the Western Union offices. 


Struck on Own Initiative. 
'"• 


As the men left the building, they were 


cheered by other operators who had gath- 
ered in the street. The cheering soon at- 
tracted the passersby on roadway and .in 
a few minutes a large crowd had gather- 
ed. There was no disorder, however, and 
the police oJ the traffic squad soon put 
the sightseers in motion. 


Secretary-Treasurer, Mclnemy of the 


local telegraphers' union said that the 


*"• local men had walked out without any 


order from the union officers and that 
.they took the matter in their own hands 
'in going out. He said the officers of the 
union, though would stand by the strik- 
ere in their action. 


A few minutes after the strike, while 


the police were clearing tho sidewalks 


around the Western Union building, one 
man disputed the right of the police to 
compel him to move on and he was ar- 
rested. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock all the Western 


Union men working on the produce ex- 
change went on strike, leaving only a 
few nonunion men at work. The opera- 
tors employed by the Broadstreet branch 
of the Western Union company, also left 
their keys. 


Says Men Were Goaded. 


Secretary Mclnerny said that he real- 


ized 'that tilt, feeling of tho men was 
strong against the company, but that the 
local union officers had done all they 
could to prevent the men going out. He 
said; 


"The officers regret the action of the 


men in going out at this time. We did 
all we could to restrain them, but they 
were simply goaded into going out. 


"The last straw, that broke the-cam- 


el's back .came today when-three .men, 
who had been discharged last week for 
declining to work -wires on which, strike 
breakers were employed, went to 
the 


main office of the Western Union to get 
their time: They were told by one of 
tlie.ch'ief operators to get out of,the of- 
fice and the man accompanied tho eject- 
ment with abusive language. The fault 
is with.tho company, for we have done 
all we could to prevent this trouble. The 
local union-will stand by the men." 


Secretary Mclnerny said that the local 


union was well provided with funds and 
that the Order of Railway Telegraphers 
had today assured the local union that 
they would aid them in a financial way. 


Claim Good Force Working. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—Both of tho Wes- 


tern Union nnd Postal Telegraph com- 
panies claimed today to be in better con- 
dition than at. any time since the com- 
mencement of/the strike of the opera- 
tors. 
' ' 


• Officers of the Western Union said ear- 
ly in the day that the company hnd more 
than two hundred men at work, and was 
uble to care for business in fair shape. 
The Postal Co. claimed to have about 
one hundred men, and officials also as- 
serted that the delay in handling mes- 
sages was not great. 


Both companies, however, had posted 


in conspicious places the notices that 
messages would only be accepted sub- 
ject to delay in transmission. 


A number of men were imported last 


night by the Western Union and all of 
tncm went to work today.

To Strike When Needed. "^^ 


Tbe officers of the Union said the com- 


panies had but one-third of the number 
of the men at work that they claimed 
and' declared that many of them were 
telegraph students who are not yet ca- 
pable of doing good work. 


The decision of the operators in New 


York, Washington and Boston not to 
strike immediately did not disconcert 
the officers of the 
union. 
Secretary 


Wesley Russell said today: 


"It makes no difference what the men 


cast1 vote to do. .When the.time comes 
they will be ordered out and that will- 
be all there is to.it. They will come 
out when we want them." 


Seeks No Arbitration. 


Superintendent Cook of the Western 


Union in- this city today issued a state- 
ment saying that there will not be any 
arbitration of the strike. 
. . 


"It will receive no deputations of tlio 


strikers," said Mr. Cook, "and will hold 
no communications with them excepting 
in a ircular letter, which I will send 
out today.. 'This will be brief, and will 
read: 'Having left, the employ of the 
company, you will apply at once . for 
your pay.' We have now 225 men at 
work, and we are icommoncing to choose 
our men. Today we have turned away 
a- number of applicants because we did 
not consider them competent men."

Swift's comet known

"1882 III" came suddenly into the vison 
of people of Racine between' midnight 
and 3 o'clock Sunday .morning, .-follower] 
by myriads • oL penceWs, filling -.star* < 
meterorites* •: So far' as 't«: kjiowv the 
comeV was^not observed'by; any of-the 
residents of this city, although',dispatch 
e« from both Chicago and Milwaukee 
declare that the heavenly moiister rright 
be seen plainly for a couple of hours, 
Astronomers all over the county have 
been carefully watching the course of 
the comet, which travels .it a rate-of 
thousands of miles per hour, nnd whose 
course is replete with incidents of great 
scientific interest' ^The comets, also .ap- 
pealed largely to* astrologers; who hare 
made the appearance of tha-comet .an 
occasion for numerous predictions, of the 
future. 


"1862 IH" approaches the earth'every 


75 years .on its way about its orbit.' On 
the last occasion of its -visit, the comet 
was much brighter and the earth 
greatly illumined by its approach. On 
its way, the comet leaves behind mil- 
lions of fragments • from its tail thetc 
being • lashed • into the earth's atmos- 
phere and burned to 'fragments. These 
falling stars are known as pcrueids, be- 
ing pieces of crumbled worlds, coming 
in contact with'the atmosphere of, the 
earth, and heated, to a point of incan- 
descence. Occasionally a consumed frag-, 
ment reaches the earth, in the form of 
pure iron. Shcse meteroic fragments are 
readily salable to scientists and • any. 
Racine residents discovering a huge .iron- 
boulder in their yards,,as a result of 
tho comet will be in possession of u val- 
uable asset.

CROSSE HIT 
BY A TORNADO 


Damage of Nearly 5250,000 Occasioned 


by Storm Which Wrought Great 


Destruction. 


CHURCH 
STEEPLE IS 
IN RUINS. 


ARE AGAINST THE BIG FINE 


Six Inches-of Rain Fell Within Space of 


Half an Hour—Small Turtles and Fish 


Scooped From the Water—Sparta Also 


'Experiences Damage. 


LA CROSSE, Wis., Aug. 12.— La Crosse 


was ravaged by tornado at 
8 o'clock 


yesterday morning, the storm passing 
through the business and residence sec- 
tions of the city and doing damage esti- 
mated at $230,000. No lives were lost, 
probably due to' earliness of hour, 


Business blocks were wrecked, while 


the beautiful drives were rendered a mass 
of ruin». Huge trees were torn out by 
the roots, or trunks snapped in twain. 
Traffic throughout the city is impossible, 
streets being blocked by masses of ruins. 


Big Chimney Blown Down. 


•At 'the plant of the Michel Brewing 
company where a new $500,000 brewery 
i» being built, the 150 feet tile, cement 
and iron chimney was blown down. The 
chimney cost $5,000 and,. was completed 
only two days ago. 


'An addition to the Lixtman Milling 
company, costing $40,000 was almost de- 
stroyed. This building was not finished. 
The damage-here is estimated at $20,000. 


' ' Steeple. Topples and Falls. 
The- steeple of the. Catholic Cathedral 


and the. German Lutheran church; the 
tallest buildings in the city toppled over 


' ' ' onto' the churchea, the 
. 


biit'odjoinfjig.._builduigs_ escaped. The 
crashing through the roofs and wreck- 
ing the costly altars. Damage here is 
incalculable., • 


The entire front of the new La Crosse 


theater was torn out, not a pane of glass 
remaining, while the- approach also was 
destroyed. The front of the Woodward 
Supply company building was blown in. 


During the storm small turtles and fish 


fell with the rain, showing the intensity 
of the wind as 'the turtles and fish were 
scooped from the river. 


Six inches of rain fell within the pe- 


riod' of half an hour. The storm 
ap- 


proached La Crosse from Minnesota and 
the west, dipping across the Mississippi 
river. The storm,, the 
fourth in six 


months, proved the most severe one of 
all. 


Sparta in Storm's Path. 


SPARTA, 
Wis., Aug. 12.— A terrific 


windstorm, partaking largely of the na- 
ture of a tornado,- passed over this city 
and 'vicinity about 8 a. m., yesterday. 
The damage through the surrounding 
country cannot be ascertained, as all tel- 
ephone wires are down and means of 
communication cut off. 


Fragmentary reports coming in show 


great destruction of tobacco and corn 
crops and 'standing grain, as well as un- 
roofing of many buildings.

Blown From Their Feet 


The Boulder club's weekly reception 


had just been ended and many men and 
women were standing on the sidewalk a 
few blocks away, waiting for their car- 
riages.

WITH HIS MAN 


Experienced Considerable Delay in Get- 


ting Possession of Leo Wrolaski

PRISONER'S FRIENDS KEPT BUSY. 


Tried to'Get'Him Released Before Mr. 


Roberts Arrived—Detained Some Time 


in Albany Where Officials Gave Him 


Some Trouble—Put Manacles on Him. 


Late last night:Sheriff D. Elmer Rob- 


erts arrived home from New York, hav- 
ing in charge Leo Wrolaski, charged with 
having entered and burglarized the resi- 
dence of former Mayor Higgins some two 
years ago,. carrying away two or three 
gold 
watches 
and 
valuable 'jewelry. 


Wrolaski'is only 22 years old, ifi a Mil- 
waukee, boy, and considered one of the 
slickest: thieves in. the country. 
Sheriff 


Roberts-states that reports sent out with 
reference to. his having nearly lost the 
thief, were exaggerated. 


When it.became known that the New 


York authorities had the young burglar, 
and it was decided to issue a warrant 
and bring hiro back, Sheriff Roberts went 
to Madison and . got requisition papers. 
This took a couple of days. Immediate- 
ly he started for Albany, New York, 
where he- was obliged to call upon Gov- 
ernor Hughes, for'papers to get the pris- 
oner out of New York. 


' Evidence was Weak. 


All the sheriff had was an affidavit 


signed by Policeman Bert George and 
when this was presented to the clerk in 
the office of Governor Hupbes, the elerk 
iriformed th'e sheriff that he did n»; be- 
lieve he could get the prisoner. 
This 


caused more or less delay and conse- 
quently 
a.' temporary 
judge at 
the 


Tombs became vexed-and made remarks 
in court and threatened to turn the pris- 
oner loose. However, the sheriff'wired 
New York that he would be right along 
and the prisoner was held. In the mean- 
time Wrolsski had been tried on a charge 
of grand larceny acd won out and his at- 
torneys-were'making frantic efforts-to 
get his off before the Racine sheriff ar- 
rived, but failed.

MADISOX, Wis., Aug. 10.—State Sup- 


erintendent C. P. Cary

apportionment of 


state aid for first and second class grad- 
ed schools of Wisconsin for the year end- 
ing June 30. The total amount of state 
aid apportioned was $70.100, of which 
.$48,600 went to first class and .$21.500 to 
second (jlass schools. The graded schools 
are classified according to their atten- 
dance, number of teachers and depart- 
ments. In order to participate in state 
aid graded schools must comply 
with 


certain study requirements, employ

certain number of teachers holding cer- 
tain grade certificates and have a certain 
average daily attendance. Some of the 
schools .that have applied for state aid 
Im.ve not fully complied with the require- 
ments of the law aad until they do such 
aid will not he given them.

failure to comply relates to the filing of 
reports and similar things the aid will 
be given as soon as the necessary reports 
are filed or other necessary acts perform- 
ed.

The 
legislature, however, at its recent session 
passed a law increasing it to ?200.

we may do well to take under notice. 
It is true Congressman .Jenkins is un- 
duly worried over this North Carolina 
affair and has fears, oven to fears of civ- 
il war, but he is unnecessarily worked 


• up and in calmer moments, will certain- 
ly reconsider and reflect our statesmen 
should be more temperate thau alarm- 
ists, and leave our tire alarm statesmen 
to their monopoly. The American peo- 
ple want no gore, there will be none. 
Yet after all there is a rich fund of sav- 
ing common sense prevailing in the conn- 


• try that will quietly draw the line, and 


if at times) recognizing the general gov- 
ernment may do certain things for the 
best, yet in some lines the inherent 
rights of a state may not be rudely in- 
terferred with. It will be through cor- 
rect statesmanship that national gov- 
ernment and state may travel together 
on peaceful lines, and do that which will 
be for the best for all interest.-!. 


• The unfortunate address of Secretary 
Root is referred to in which the impli- 
cation v,-as made that the states if not 
coming oquarely up to the mark in cor- 
rective legislation might find the general 
government undertaking it. But it is 
all true that above all stands the su- 
preme court holding i'ant to traditions 
and 
the federal 
constitution, and if 


states do enact legislation in matters 
corrective and regulative, that is sup- 
posed belongs to the state, there can he 
no doubt but that aggrieved individuals, 
forms and corporations may appeal as 
to constitutionality of such legislation. 


It is true that on some corrective lines 


the general government may much bet- 
ter enforce than may states by them- 
selves, for states do not enact laws con- 
current, and often are dissimilar. If the 
states could by some means couveju; and 
through stipulated authorities agree up- 
on uniform legislation, certainly a dis- 
tinct gain would ensue and render un- 
necessary national legislation. But this. 
.can not or ct least had not been accom- 
plished yet, though there is unquestion- 
ably a steadily growing disposition to 
do so. 


The federal constitution has given the 


general government 
certain 
authority 


and it has reserved certain rights to the 
states not expressed directly, as it has 
reserved to the states rights not express- 
ly given to the general government. It 
may be very well assured that the Amer- 
ican _poople mil be able to adjust these 
matters, always provided some hot head 
of a governor may not some day invite 
a square conflict between state and gov- 
ernment. However strongly entrenched 
a president or governor may bo in the 
affections or regard of the people it is 
questionable if they will follow such in 
domains inviting 'serious trouble if not 
serious danger of disunion. This is an 
ugly word but it ha* of late been crop- 
ping out and it wants to be shoved so 
far beck at once that it may not become 
the football of mischievous politicians.

Tie present contentions, that of the 


railroad rate matter and of dealing with 
trusts, may be adjusted as it must be 
adjusted if it is really so that these 
prominent men deem the occasion of 
such importance they are constrained to 
Srive voice to their opinions. As we 
still have law in this country even with 
admitted defects as to codes and things, 
our public corporations will do well to 
act wiin prudence. It will hardly do to 
flaunt laws even if held subversive of 
their rights, for if they rely upon the 
law and the courts to appeal to when 
necessary, they must first certiynly re- 
spect and then appeal far that justice 
they claim to have been denied. States 
too have the appeal to the 
supreme 


court, as well as does the general gov- 
ernment, and in apparent conflict be- 
tween state and government, there is 
the court of final appeal. 


Let us hear no more of congress, that 


is the government, intending to force 
any state to be good, or of the govern- 
ment 
usurping rights of states and 


equally of states usurping matters at- 
taching to the general government if it 
wishes to exercise such. Let Congress- 
man Jenkins dismiss his civil war fears. 
Certain things tho constitution confers 


rcnllv 
nre not a nation at all and 


therefore can do, nothing about it but to 
pay. damages with the perpetrators go- 
ing unpunished. There can be no trou- 
ble about this for congress can enact such, 
a law and no state can object to the 
government reserving control over every 
foreigner unnatiiralixed. 


As to all this railroad legislation and 


trust 
regulation, common sense 
must 


govern. In interstate commerce the gov- 
ernment controls and may regulate, and 
if at points there is conflict let' us rea- 
son together and adjust all disputes. 
There is admitted a tendency for con-

THE NOW FAMOUS DECISION 


Judge Landis in his decision took oc- 


casion to severely rebuke the insolence 
of the Standard attorneys. They were 
insolent a number 
evidently rankled 
judge was their assertion mob sentiment 
might have something to do with influ- 
encing court and jury, and for this inti- 
mation were rebuked. Again when in- 
sisting their client had a right to make 
any private terms it could with n public 
carrier ahd as cheap as it could, the 
judge said, it could not be tolerated, for 
public carriers held their property by 
virtue of eminent domain and therefore 
owed to the public a faithful and equit- 
able performance of duties; again when 
the attorneys insisted the offense if any, 
was by the train load instead of by car- 
load, the logic of the judge knocked out 
that claim for the fine was levied for 
each car of oil shipped in the peculiar 
manner they were, to St. Louis and se- 
curing a rate the public knew nothing 
Of, 


Judge Landis again scored the head oc- 


topus of the country tvhen its attorneys 
insisted the rate of t'ac cents to St. Louis 
and the transfer rate across the river of 
l'/s cents, was open to the public to 
take advantage of in shipping oil, by 
remarking even if this be true, yet the 
public had no oil to ship, and could ha»e 
none, because the peculiar methods of 
the Standard had secured such secret 
rates from the public carriers that no 
other person or persons could compete 
with it, for all competition had been 
suppressed. 
Therefore regardless of a 


public rate of any price whatever, the 
way the railroads, in this case, the Al- 
ton, and the Standard had fixed matters 
there were no oil operators at Chappell, 
Illinois, near Chicago. 


Judge Landis pointedly riddled every 


clnim mode by the opposing attorneys 
and keenly dissected the matter of the 
origination of the freight rates in ques- 
tion and how such had been operated 
to the detn-iment of the public, and to 
the manifest enrichment of the oil cor- 
poration. With 
all competition sup- 


pressed especially 
in certain districts, 


and great Standard works located at 
convenient points, it is the veriest jock- 
eying to then arrange rates for a little 
station on the belt lines surrounding Chi- 
cago and from there to make rates into 
other states, that is a very low rate to 
the limit of the state, and then another 
low rate transferring from one state to( 
another, with a through rate to the des- 
tination, in this case St. L«uis. There 
being no oil works anywhere near to 
take advantage provided such low rates 
were made public even, which in th'is 
case were not made public, of course none, 
hut the oil octopus could take advan- 
tage. Then consequently if any ,in'de- 
pendent dealers or oil men entering"0St. 
Louis territory, by means of other routes, 
they would find this great handicap, 
against them. As the judge.pointaiiont, 
it nil comes clearly under the provisions 
of the national laws that strictly for- 
bids discrimination in any manner what- 
ever.

In a few days Comander Robert Peary 


will take his departure for the northern 
seas for the fifth time to search for the 
north pole. This gallant explorer is fill- 
ed with enthusiasm and while not vaunt- 
ing at all what he will do, yet quietly 
says 
he will certainly 
do everything 


within his power and strength to achieve 
success. Commander Peary is not 
so 


much of the purely scientific order and 
from his expeditions it can not be claim- 
ed, a great deal of ne^v information has 
been gathered of the far northern re- 
gions, for he has mainly devoted hi? en- 
ergies towards travel. Travel, always 
north pole wards, enduring the severest 
cold, and undergoing great Bufferings and 
privations, as have undoubtedly other 
arctic travelers. 


Commander Peary takes the same ship 


refitted and strengthened and substan- 
tially the same crew and in this feature 
has shown wisdoni. He will have the de- 
cided advantage of the united experience 
of all, and this with bin courage and 
past record, fairly justifies the hope he 
will if not reaching the pole, yet come 
the nearest of any northern explorer yet. 
As he says he i.s now three weeks late 
and as ice has commenced to form in the 
far north, there is really but little hope 
anything to the purpose can be accom- 
plished 
this season. As to 
actually 


reaching the resorts of the north pole 
the most ardent of men excepting it be 
the commander himself, do not attain 
that height that hopes for the actual lo- 
cating. And yet there is in fact no tell- 
ing what might happen. If no unusual 
misfortunes occur to blast the hopes, 
and the supplies arc not exhausted in 
the long marches, and his men fairly are 
able to retain their strength, it is of 
course possible he may pass the ice 
fields and attain the latitude of ninety 
degreed. He will have the best wishes 
of his countrymen for tnat success he so 
richly deserves. 


It must be said there are other fa- 


mous explorers seeking the polee, and in 
addition to Peary, is the noted corres- 
pondent Wcllman, who has been engag- 
ed in a number of expeditions and is now 
fitting out at Spitzenbergen with his 
great balloon fitted with power, in which 
he expects to reach the pole via air 
route. The Wellman expedition expects 
to get a start this month, but it cannot

THE JtJRY SYSTEM 


To the layman the jury system means 


a verdict of twelve jurymen duly selected 
and presumably free from all bias. But 
jury verdicts don't always mean sccord- 
ing" to the definition. 
Thus the other 


day when a jury in a Chicago municipal 
court heeded not the instructions of the 
judge to return a verdict precisely as 
he ifistructed, and retumaid one according 
to their own judgment, they were at once 
advised by the court that unless they re- 
turned a verdict as ordered they would 
be fined for contempt of court. 


It seems this'jury had the impudence 


not to be tolerated in their report, to 
announce that it did not desire to follow 
the court's instructions ns to returning 
a verdict for the defendant, as in their 
judgment the weight of the evidence 
seemed to be ogajnet the other side. 
Thereupon followed ft thunderbolt from 
an outraged court and the jury wus or- 
dered back to their room, either to bring 
in a verdict as ordered, or else be fined. 


Xaturally the jury might have won- 


dered what then they were torn from 
their places of business for to sit .in 
'judgment on a case, and then to be or- 
dered to bring in a verdict precisely »s 
the judge had conceived the matter. But 
this is not a new thing, for juries are 
supposed to render verdicts according to 
the court's instructions and not other- 
wise. It would seem if the judge may 
therefore make the decision, only to be 
OR a matter of form further endorsed by 
the jury in some forms of trials and 
cases, why have juries at all T That jur- 
ies should be judges of evidence would 
certainly seem to be correct, though it 
may be admitted that juries may be 
compelled to decide as to tho law poinis. 
But nvon here if juries could go beyond 
law poiuts bristling with their technic- 
alities and thus occasionally render ver- 
dicts in which very substantial justice 
was done, would not the general suppo- 
sition be that the jury system might be 
something more to the real purpose than 
it is now?

'' What is said to be the skeleton of W.

After Adams had made the alleged 


confession which he afterward repudiat- 
ed, and in which he is supposed to have 
acknowledged being the assassin of Ar- 
thur Collins; formerly general mnimgcr 
of the Smuggler Union mine, and de- 
clared that he was familiar with the 
places where the bodies of W. .]._ Barney 
and" Wesley Smith, a shift boss of the 
Liberty" Bell mine, were buried, Adams 
was brought down here by (ie.nenil WclU 
to point out the graves of the roissmi; 
mm. 
When Wells and Adams went up 


into the Gold King basin there was more 
snow on the ground thnn had boon antici- 
pated, and several years having elapsed' 
since the body had been buried. Adams 
wan unable to determine exactly^wliere 
the grave was. 'He showed General 
Wells the place according to the, be»t 
his recollection. Adams evidently g" 
nn accurate description of the place, lor, 
it is understood, little difficulty was ex- 
perienced in uncovering the grave. 


A part of the skeleton, includiuu the

Anton Christiansen, Working Here, at 


General's Side When He Fell 
a 
Ir. Philippines. 


HE THOUGHT HIM ONLY WOUNDED. 


ExSoldier Who Is Now Employed Dig- 


ging Sewers, Wounded in the Same 
Fight, Helped Carry the Slain Com- 


mander From Field. 


One cannot always tell from the ap- 


pearance or occupation of a man what 
his record is. This was clearly demon- 
strated today when a reporter of 
the 


Journal came across Anton Christiansen, 
employed by Hans Hanson, the contrac- 
tor. 
Christiansen is about 40 years old, 


a Norwegian, and is engaged digging a 
sewer in the rear of the Grand Union 
Tea store on Main street. .He is a well 
built' man, has light, curly 
hair 
and 


itpcaks good English. This gentleman was 
standing shoulder to shoulder with the 
late General Lnwton, who was shot and 
killed in the Philippine Islands. 


When the scribe interviewed Christian- 


son he was cot at first inclined to talk, 
but finally told the story. He said: "Whei 
the war with Spain broke out 1 was 
member of Company K, Twelfth Infan 
try, of Pennsylvania. Wo were sent, to 
the Philippines soon after the close of 
the war and I took part in many battle 
with the natives of that country. In all 
I served twenty-two months. 


Right At General's Side. 


"At the time General Lawton was killed 


I stood at his aide, not over one foot 
away. 
I was firing as fast as I could 


load. 
.Suddenly the general fell to. the 


earth, but I fired five shots after und 
then discovered him. I did not think he 
was killed, but perhaps wounded, and 
and other comrades picked him up and 
carried him off the field and it was then 
discovered that he had been shot through 
the heart by one of the Filipino sharp- 
shooters. 


"I was wounded in that same fight, a 


bullet' catching me through

right 


side. 
I was taken to a hospital and 


later transferred to the hospital in Sun 
Francisco, Cal., being brought over in the 
hospital ship Missouri, the body of Gen- 
eral Lawton coming ahead of us about 
five days. 
I was in the hospital over 


a year before I was able to leave. 
I 


went to Colorado and from there I came 
to Racine. I have no family, but had 
a sister here. 
She moved north last 


vcar." 


Christiansen lells hi* story in a modest 


manner and says that it was an awful 
blow to the soldiers in the Philippines 
when General Lawton fell.

and from one country

At least six persons tiro 
dead and about eighteen injured.

In some manner 
u big freight car. that had formed part 
of a freight train, north bound, had 
broken away from this train and had 
landed some distance from the north 
bound track and projecting 
over 
the 


south' bound track. 


Coach Was Well Filled. 


The express, as it rounded the curve 


wa» siiewiped by this car which derail- 
ed the engine and wrecked the four cars. 
The train was unusually well filled, as 
it carried a delegation from the first M. 
K. church, Kittaninp on a visit of.iruipoc- 
tion to a neighboring church.

•train, among others were D. B. Heiner, 
collector of internal revenue, Pittsburg.;

Sad Family Tragedy. ~ 


One of the most pathetic features of 


the wreck was the tragedy in the Huff 
family. The father, Aloiuo Huff, at the 
time the accident happened, was walking 
up and down the platform at Kishi-.nin- 
eta» Junction, where, he had been on 
business and where he had arranged to 
board the train and join his wife and 
family. 
As a result of the wreck, how- 


ever, his wife is dead, hi.i son is dead 
nnd his three daughters are among the 
seriously injured.

Immediately \\pon receipt of the news 


of the accident, nine physicians were 
sent from Kittaning on a special train.
